Europe Stands Breathless Over 


the Far-Beaching Besults. 


THE BEAR AMD TURKEY ARE ONE. 


The Effect is to Cause the United 


State* to Abandon a Naval Dem- 


onstration—Russia Guaran- 


tees Satisfaction. 


LONDON, Feb. 3.—The St. James 


Gazette's Washington correspondent 
has the highest authority for announcing 
that an understanding between Russia 
and Turkey has bean arrived at and 
that that fact is known at the State 
department and that it has had B most 
important effect in modifying the plans 
of the administration for compelling 
Turkey to pay indemnity for damage 
done to American property in Armenia, 
He state* also that he is able to give 
assurance that a naval demonstration 
by the United States had been pre- 
pared and that the cabinet approved 
the policy of bringing the pressure to 
bear on Turkey and that Great Britain's 
reply was favorable; but that Russia 
preferred that there be no naval dem- 
onstration at that time as she was 
negotiating to bring about the restora- 
tion of order in Turkey and would see 
to it that the indemnity demanded by 
the United States was paid. 
For that 


reason the projected demonstration has 
been abandoned by the administration.

VERDICT POOHD OB THE FIRST BALLOT. 


All the Efforts of the Attorneys for the 


Defense to Gain Time Fustrated by 


an Indignant Judge Aided by 


the State's Attorneys. 


Harder In^he First Decree. 


DJJIOR, Mo., Feb. 2.—The jury came 


into conrt at 10:30 this morning. The 
news spread rapidly and the court 
room was soon packed with people. 


The verdict of the jury is murder in 


tbe first degree and was reached on 
the first ballot. 
. Closing Hours of the Great Trial. 
UHION, Mo., Feb. 2.—In the trial Qf 


Arthur Duestrow for the murder of 
his wife and baby, Judge Hirzel's fi<rht 
for the conclusion of the case by Sat- 
urday night was a hard one. Every 
step of the way was fought. The 
judge, however, was firm, and insisted 
on the. conclusion of testimony by Fri- 
day night. He was ready, if the need' 
had arisen, to have held an. all-night 
session. 


The arguments began at eight* 


o'clock a. m. yesterday, Prosecuting' 
Attorney Bolte opening for the state. 
The arguments were to continue 13 
hours, the state to use six and volun- 
tarily conceding seven to the defense. 
Some time was lost in the morning in 
assembling conrt, and more was lost 
similarly at night. For this reasen 
the case did not go the jnrv until 11 
o'clock last night. 


Neither the state nor the defense al- 


lotted the time at its disposal to its 
speakers. Each person was allowed, 
within limits, to use what in his dis- 
cretion the circumstances warranted 


The effort of all the earlier speakers 


was to leave as much time as possible 
to the use of the heavy-weights who 
were to put the concluding touches on 
the great case. 


The order of speakers was Bolte, 


Noland, Uallenkamp, Booth, Dryden, 
Meriweather, Johnson and Zachritz 


It was just 11 o'clock last night when 


Judge Hirzel gave the case to the 
twelve jurors chosen to find a verdict 


The night hours in court had been 


very wearying, the only diversion in 
the dreary closing of the trial of the 
double murderer were the vigorous 
protests of the defendant's attorneys 
against the bitter arraignment of the 
man on trial for the slaying of his wife 
and only child. 


Attorney Merriwether presented the 


state's case with such earnestness that 
Attorney Dryden tried to break Its ef- 
fect upon the jury by objecting to Mr. 
Merri wether's language. 


Another memorable scene was the 


tear-shedding by Duestrow when Mer- 
riwether directed the jurors to the 
graveyard and pointed out the granite 
monument that marked the resting 
place of the murdered wife and little 
Louis. For the first time Duestrow ex- 
hibited unmistakable evidence of his 
sanity, and full knowledge of the trag- 
edy enacteu by him in the family home 
when bullets from his revolver took 
the life of his wife and child. 


Circuit- Attorney Zachritz closed 


with an address to the jury that called 
for a verdict of willful murder against 
Duestrow. The little attorney was at 
his best, and the state's case was left 
in the hands of the jury in the clearest 
possible manner.

He held a re- 
volver in his right hand. The next 
moment the patrons were horrified by 
seeing him place the weapon to his 
right templev There was an explosion, 
and the youth fell forward on his face, 
expiring instantly.

The 
approximate total loss by the flre is 
91,075,00, the greater part of which is 
covered by insurance. 


The cause of the fire is not definitely 


known. When the firemen arrived 
the Hazeltine building was already a 
mass of flames. The building was sev- 
eral stories in height, with an ornate 
front of brick and terra eotta. It was 
very substantially built, and at first 
the firemen thought that they could 
confine the fire within the walls. The 
flames, however, spread through the 
building with great rapidity, and the 
flre was soon beyond the control of 
the department. 


The rear stories of the «Lafayet -• 


hotel towered high above the Hazel- 
tine building and the flames poured 
over the wall toward the hotel. By 
this time most of the guests in the 
hotel had been awakened and, as the 
building seemed in imminent danger, 
they were warned to leave. Scantily 
clothed men and women poured out 
into Broad street, dragging with them 
their trunks and baggage. 


All night cabmen in the neighbor- 


hood had been attracted to the scene, 
and they garnered a harvest of dollars 
in conveying the guests to other hotels. 
Police patrol wagons were also pressed 
into service for this duty, and among 
those who availed themselves of this 
sort of a vehicle was Mayor Porter 
King, of Atlanta, and the other Atlan- 
tans who came on here with the Lib- 
erty Bell. 


The fire in the meanwhile had spread 


from the Hazeltine buildfatfr to the 
four-story marble building of the Bap- 
tist Publication society, and this, too, 
was soon a mass of flames. Like the 
Hazeltine building, it extend* 230 feet 
back from Chestnut to Sa nsom street. 


The Lafayette hotel has only been 


recently reopened, after having been 
altered and refurnished at a cost of 
9500,000. 


The firemen directed the most of 


their attention towards saving this 
building. It was on fire at least a half 
hundred times, but the department did 
splendidly efficient work, and confined 
the flames to the rooms on, t've eighth 
and ninth floors, facing the lire. 


The partition wall of the Ha/.eltine 


building, towering three stories ab6ve 
the dry goods store of Homer le Bou- 
tellier & Co., fell in upon the latter 
place and crashed.througlk a skylight 
in the center of the store into the cel- 
lar. The firemen, however, poured a 
great volume of water upon the smok- 
ing mass of bricks and saved the store 
from destruction. 


It was not until the Hamltive build- 


ing and Baptist building had been en- 
tirely destroyed, and after five hours' 
hard work that the fire was subdued. 


The Hpzletine hotel was reopened 


last evening for guests. 


Eight or nine firemen/ were injured 


by falling bricks, but none of them 
was dangerously hurt. Frank Hines, 
of Pittsburgh, a guest at the Lafay- 
ette hotel, in descending the stairs, 
tripped and fell breaking his arm 
and severairjbs. Theae were the only 
casualties.

Body of Will C. Roc, Killed by the Col- 


lision, Taken to Sedalia, Mo., for In- 
termeat—The Watches were Wrong, 
and It was a Fogey Night. 


Saturday evening Coroner Bendure 


and the jury at the Bullard rooms con- 
cluded the inquest on the body of Will 
O. Roe, the Wabaeh engineer of passen- 
ger train No. 42, killed in the collision at 
Oakley Fnday night 


The verdict was "that Engineer W. C. 


Roe cam* to his death by accident on 
the night of January 81, in the collision 
Mtween passenger train No. 42 and 
freight train third 99, at Oakley, 111, on 
the Wabash railroad. On evidence we 
ceneure Conductor Wheeler for negh 
genco of duty." 


THE EVIDENCE. 


The testimony offered at the night 


session of the jury was as follows: 


C R. Vine, of Decatnr, testi Bed that 


when he left Cement he understood that 
there were three trains to meat. One 
was passed at Milmine, and from there 
time orders were given to meet trains 76 
and 5)4. These were the only trains he 
knew anything about. The train slacked 
at Oakley, and witness got off and 
opened the switch. He couldn't get 
ihead of the engine, so he placed the 
lantern in the gangway of the engine 
Eight cars were on the switch before the 
other was seen approaching. The colh 
sion followed immediately, and witness 
had no tune to give any signals. Be had 
not seen the conductor since the ace • 
dent. 


Engineer W. Glenn was next exam 


ined. He said that after passing train 
32, he got time orders on trains 76 and 
91. He had preserved a copy of the or 
ders The time on the order was the 
same as train 42's time and this fact the 
witness mentioned to his fireman Ho 
thought at Milmine that he had plenty 
of ttme to make Oakley to let 42 pass 
At Cerro Gordo his watch showed 10:12 
p m, and that gave hjm nineteen to 
ret to Oakley. The first he noticed of 
train 42 was when he saw the headlight 
of the enjrine. He whistled brakes at 
the engine of the other tram which was 
the only thing he could do. After the 
accident he wont into the telegraph 
office and found that his watch was six 
mmutee slow. If it had been right he 
would have bad ample time to avoid 
42. Last witness 
t>«w of Wheeler 


was at Milmine but he understood that 
bo was on the train after the accident 
The witness said his watch was correct 
at Tiiton but he had since found that 
the pillar screw had fallen out 
He did 


not give the head breakman the red 
light. 


W R Abbott, the jeweler, was ex 


aaimetl and testified that he hud ex 
ammed Engineer Glenn's watch and 
found that the pillar screws had fallen 
out, causing the watch to stop and then 
start again at any time when it was 
moved. 


Fireman William Pillardy testified 


that he handed the red light to the bend 
brakeman. He last saw Wheeler at Be 
ment and thought that he saw him at 
Milmine. He corroborated the testimony 
given by the engineer. 


Brakeman Kelso corroborated 
the 


testimony given by C. R Vine up to the 
time of the wreck. He last saw Wheeler 
at the time of the wreck and they were 
both on the top of the train. 
Witness 


got to the ground before the 6ther train 
struck. Wheeler said "Go flag." Wit 
ness staid till light engine No. 26 ar 
r.vad. He flagged on the east end of 
his train. He gave no signal to the pas- 
senger train. 


Engineer W. Glenn was recalled to 


the witness stand and testified that it 
was customary not to bring a freight 
train to a full stop before entering amde 
track.

HAVAVA, Feb. 3.—Ban. Sabas Marin, 


the acting captain general, who has 
taken the field in person against the 
rebels, is directing active operations 
with a view to forcing Antonio Maceo, 
who is said to be on the eastern bound- 
ary of Finar del Kio, to a decisive en- 
gagement. Saturday lien. Marin was 
at Guira de Melena. and yesterday ho 
was at Quivican, province of Havana. 
J A strong force is proceeding against 
Gomez, the rebel coininander-in-ehief, 
who was last reported to be ea&t ol 
Quivicun, near tlie center of the prov- 
ince of Havana. 


Several engagements between the 


troops and rebel bands have taken 
place recently, but no details are ob- 
tainable. 


A freight train consisting of 30 cars 


was stopped by insurgents Saturday 
at Pozo Bekendo, a few ruilcs south of 
San Felipe, on the Havana & Batabano 
railway. Troops have been sent in 
pursuit of the rebels, who stopped the 
train by removing rails. The engine 
was badly damaged. It is not known, 
whether the rebels made away with 
any of the freight or not, but is sup- 
posed that they did. 


The troch.i, or military lite, that has 


been established across the island with 
a view to preventing Maceo from go- 
ing eastward across the province of 
Havana, has besn greatly strength- 
ened, and the authorities here believe 
that Gomez is to the east of the lino 
and Maceo to the west, that Gen. Marin 
will be able to prevent a junction of 
their forces, and to defeat each of the 
rebel commanders separately. 


A TERRIBLE ACCIDENT 


Reialtlns; In the Killing- of Eight and In. 


jury to Slrtjr. 


PARIS, Feb. 3.—A terrible accident 


resulting in the killing of eight per- 
sons and the wounding of 00, occurred 
yesterday at Manlevrier, a village 
near Anglers, in the department of 
Maine-et-Loire. 
The accident was 


due to the collapse of the village church 
in which mass was being celebrated. 
Tlie structure was comfortably filled, 
most of the worshippers being women 
and children. 
Suddenly end with 


very little warning, the walls began to 
sway, and before all the congregation 
could get outside, fell. 


The roof descended vpon the strug- 


gling throng beneath, and it is sur- 
prising that no more than eight per- 
sons were killed. 


The work of removing the dead and

A 
larger congregation than usual at- 
tended the mass yesterday, it being 
the feast of the purification of the 
blessed virgin.

The extent to which the personal- 


ities of half a dozen men are reflected in 
every worthy current phase of dramat- 
ic endeavor becomes apparent to the 
habitual play-goer, as well as to the 
humblest class of laborers in the the- 
atrical field, in these days of financial 
depression when only plays of great 
merit or strikingly 'original novelties 
enjoy pecuniary success. In, vac t, the 
art and business methods of three of 
these men are responsible for every re- 


urn HKNBY 


cent achievement in their line that Is 
worthy of note. Others using the same 
methods have made nearly as great 
reputations; but that has been through 
their talent for appropriating to their 
own use the creations of greater minds. 


In the last decade there has been 


no disposition to dispute the fact that 
Henry Irving stands supreme and alone 
as an artist manager. Viewed merely 
as an actor he has never ranked with 
!he English Macready or the American 
Forrest and Booth. But no actor of the 
first rank has ever possessed Irving's 
comprehension of art in its broadest 
significance. The art of the English 
master of the stage is universal. It is 
the possession of this quality that en- 
ables him to make productions of class- 
ic and historical drama, which, before 
lis advent, were beyond the d> earns of 
the mist ambitious stage director. The 
scenes of an Irving production are a de- 
light trt the painter's eye; the inciden- 
tal mu^ic which accompanies the action 
s composed by some master who has 
taught from Irving the spirit of the 
jlay; the costumes, faithful in mate- 
rial and design,win the admiration alike 
of the, k»er of romance and the stu- 
dent of history. 


Surrounding the genius of the Ly- 


reum theater, London — in fact, his com- 
lades and cordial co-workers — are most 
of the men of the English metropolis 
nhose names are great in paiuting, 
lu sculpture, in music, in architecture 
—in every branch of art that can con- 
tribute of a perfect stage representa- 
tion of a noble historical subject. It 
Is a peculiarity of Irving's tempera- 
ment that he is able to Inspire and bind 
together in his own service sill these ele- 
ments. Probably the secret of his suc- 
cess is his invariably generous public 
recognition of tine contributions of 
Mhers toward his triumph, and the 
peniality of his bearing toward all with 
nhorn he comes in contact. 
These 


characteristics are nowhere else so pro- 
nounced as in his relations with the 
members of his acting company. 
Those who have been privileged to wit- 
ness a rehearsal of one of Irving's fa- 
mous productions at Uie Lyceum the- 
ater have carried away with them two 
especially vivid impressions. 
They 


have observed that the suggestions of 
even the least important members of 
the cast are courteously considered. 
A supernumerary may advance his own 
theory of how his spear should be car-

ried, for example, and Irving, if he 
finds this theory wrong, will take the 
trouble to courteously explain why it 
fn so. In this way the best intelligence 
of every member of the cast is called 
into action. Although the presiding 
genius gives up a great deal of bia time 
to considering the suggestions of those 
who are less expert than himself, be 
gains a hearty cooperation which more 
than compensates him. 
With all bis 


close attention to tbe details of his pro- 
ductions—a. self-imposed taak nearly 
as exacting/as tbose of his ataff of as- 
sistant* on. tbe stage—Irving neglects 
none of tbe social duties -which are tbe 
lot of representative men of oft and 
letters in the English metropolis. In 
this regard he is as indefatigable as our 
own Chauncey Depew. 


This picture has Ha reverse In our 


country, where fer nearly K> yean tbr 
name of Angnstin Daly baa been asso- 
ciated in tbe minds of play-goers with 
all that is most refined and truly artis- 
tic in the field of drama. In some in 
Ctancea Daly's results bate been tbe 
equal of Irving's. He baa tbe correct 
,eye and ear, and tbe temperament, of 


born artist, aad when he ba* been 


surrounded by capable people whose 
powers were proof against toe dull 
and uninspiring atmosphere of his dis- 
cipline, bia high ideals have usually 
l<een realized. Instead of radiating in- 
spiration, as Irving does, Daly absorbs 
every artistic quality that has legal 
representation on hw pay roll, filters 
it through his own personalty and 
tenders tbe harmonious product to an 
admiring public, who accept it as An- 
gustm Daly's very own". When his ac- 
tors develop individual excellencies of 
impersonation, thereby setting a very 
bad example to all properly constituted 
automata, it is necessary that they 
should go elsewhere; Daly's instrument 
must respond to his touch alone. He 
'is a master, but be has no association 
with other masters of bis craft. The 
name of no great pointer, musician or 
•poet is ever found associated with Da- 
ly's upon tbe occasion of any of it* 
triumphs, unless the latter should 
chance to be tbe author of tbe play 
presented, and even then., unless tb» 
author should happen to be Shakes- 
peare—who, by the way, furnlsh»s Mr. 
Daly with some excellent material for 
spectacular productions bearing b!« 
name—his status is apt to be somewhat 
i ague. 


It would be unfair to Augustln Daly 


to charge him with being The instigator 
of all the inequalities in the common 
highway of strict equity in these mat- 
ters that have been observed during tbe 
course of bis career. For example, tbe 
palpable neglect' of Mr. French, the 
publisher of standard acting dramas, 
to remove from tbe title pages of "Fron 
Frou" the name ef Aogustln Daly aa 
author, when Mr. Daly and every other 
well-read American has known for 
a dozen years past that two clever 
Frenchmen, not unknown in their 
own country, namely, Meilhae and 
HaJlevy, are tbe authors of that fine 
WOTk. It is somehow tbe misfortune 
of Mr. Daly to have failed to live down 
that earlj period In his career when be 
was sun, moon and stars in the dra- 
matic firmament of this country. Per- 
haps he could if he would, and if he 
could and would there are few who 
Will dejy that if Augiistin DoJj should 
now avail himself of all the forces that 
would be at his command under the 
Irving' form of administration he would 
still b- as unapproachable in his spe- 
cial field as he has been in the past. 


There being few men in the theat- 


rical field naturally sq* gifted as Mr. 
Daly, his imitators have been very few. 
The initiators of another man. of vast- 
ly different gifts and attainments, are

corres| oudingly numerous. The meth- 
ods which he put into operation a score 
of yeoiS ago have reduced theatrical 
management to a legitimate business 
basis, if not to a'science. They have 
built handsome playhouses in hundreds 
of towns, which, under former con- 
ditions, would be able to boast only; 
tbe primitively constructed town hall; 
have b. ought within tbe reach of prac- 
tically < veiyoue the best dramatic lit- 
erature of the, past and present. The 
man referred to is Ouslave Frohman, 
second .n years of the three brothers 
whose combined interests in the amuse- 
ment line are of greater importance 
than those of any other dozen man- 
agers. 


Oustave Frohman was tbe pioneer 


distributor of celebrated dramatic at- 
tractions throughout the towna and 
villages of the country. What others 
had done in a haphazard way with 
"Uncle Tom's Cabin," he did system- 
atically with "Hazel Kirlte." and i* 
now doing with the importations of 
his brothers, Charles and Daniel Froh- 
man. Many wili doubtless be surprised 
to know that without this cleverly man • 
aged and exhaustive "road business," 
as it is called, the expense of importing 
the great novelties of Paris and London, 
such as "Jane," "Sowing the Wind" 
and "The Fatal Card," would practic- 
ally prohibit that enterprise. 
But 


whatever is demanded by tbe people ot 
New York city and Chicago is eagerly 
accepted by the audiences- of tic small- 
est towns on tbe map of the country, 
nnd it is placing these attraction* 
everywhere on a carefully syptematizvd 
plan before their novelty has worn off 
that enables American managers to 
give their patrons al! that can be had 
in any other country. Whjle Gustavo 
Frohman'a 
administrative 
genius 


showed other managers bow this re- 
sult could be accomplished, and while 
be still remains chief among road man- 
agers, to say that bis talents are limited 
to this field would be far from tbe troth. 
As the lessee of a first-class theater in 
Chicago he has demonstrated the pos- 
session of sound artistic judgment, and 
it is well Understood in the theatrical 
profession that no other manager ex- 
eels him in the knowledge of how to 
exhibit tbe talent* of tbe actors in hi« 
employ at their best.

IRE OF THE EARLIEST PIOIEERS. 


Sketch of His Life—Always a Farmer, 


and Active in Town and County 
Affairs—Burial Wednesday with Ma- 
sonic Ceremonies at Greenwood, 


John Young Biaden, one of the best 


tnown old setters of Macon county, died 
Junday night at tbjs midnight hour at 
the family home three miles north, and' 
half a mile west of Decatur, in the 78th 
year of his age. Mr. Braden had been 
n'roatrated by general debility since last 
Vpril _nd had been bedfast sinew July, 
constantly under the care of a physician. 
He had the loving care of hie1 family and 
children, who made his last days on 
earth as comfortable as possible. 


John Y. Braden was for years engaged 


n farming on section 26, Hickory Point 
township. He was a native of Tenn- 
essee, fan birth having occurred in Wil- 
liamson county, near Franklin, on the 
SBd of March, 1818. Hm parents were 
Samuel and Nancy Bradeo, the former 
a native of Ireland and the latter of 
South Carolina. He was the youngest 
and only surviving child of a family of 
seven 
children. 
When 
he 
was 


seven 
years 
old 
his 
parents 


came to Illinois and the wild scenes of 
frontier life, he was reared to manhood, 
and shared in the hardships and trials 
which fall to the lot of the pioneer, as 
the family was in limited circumstances, 
and there waa none but subscription 
schools in the neighborhood, his educa- 
tional privileges were quite limited. He 
remained at home until after bis father's 
death in 1834. His mother was again mar- 
ried in 1898, and he then started out 
in life for himself, with -nothing but a 
pair of willing hands and a determina- 
tion to win success. Mr. Braden began 
working as a farm hand, receiving 814 
per month as compensation for his ser- 
vices. He waa thus employed for over 
four yeare.and during this time he spent 
one winter in Lousiana chopping cord- 
wood. In 1839 he began farming for 
himself upon rented land. He made his 
home in Decatur, but operated the 
land, and in this way he acquired 
some capital, which 
in 1840 he 


invested IB real estate, purchasing 
eighty acres of the Isnd on which he 
resided at the time of his death. It was 
then a tract of wild prairie, upon which 
he erected a small log cabin, 15x15 feet, 
making it has home for two yean?. 
It 


was then replaced by a more com- 
modious frame residence. His land at 
once began to improve, transforming the 
raw tract into rich and fertile fields. 
His farm comprised over 200 acres at 
the time of his death, all in a high state 
of cultivation. 


On the 28rd of January, 1840, Mr. 


Braden married Miss Laura A. Hunting 
daughter of Luther Hunting, who sur- 
vives him. Sne is a native of Vermont, 
and was born December 12,1819. Their 
union was blessed with a family of nine 
children. Sidney, who was boru Nov. 11, 
1840, served as a soldier in the late war 
and died Jan. 11,1875, from the result 
of wounds received at Vicksbnrg; John 
Edwin is a 
farmer 
of 
Hickory 


Point township; Alzina 
P. 
died 


Sept. 
13, 
1863; 
Jerome 
O. 


is living in Colorado; Thomas J. is a 
resident farmer of Wnitmore township; 
Marietta died April 11,1872; Flora A. is 
the wife of W. L. Bear, of Hickory Point 
townbhip; George A. is at home; and 
Cora A., the youngest of the family, is 
the wife of W.T. Dillehunt of Decatur 
township. 


Mr. Braden took an active interest in 


political affairs and voted with the Dem- 
ocratic party. He has been honored with a 
number of public offices of trust, having 
first been called upon to serve as con- 
stable, filling that oflfee for eight years. 
He waa the Hrst supervisor of Hickory 
Point township and for six years held 
that office. 
For the long period of 


twenty-six years he served as school 
treasurer, an'd for thirteen yeans Justice 
of the Peace. 
He was a member of 


the County Board 
of 
Agriculture 


for 
twenty-five 
years 
and 
at 


the time of his death was an officer of 
the Macon County Old Settlers' associa- 
tion. With the Masonic Fraternity he 
held membership for a haljL'Century. 
His first recollection, of OSoatur was 
that of a hamlet, eosjtaining six log 
«abins. He helped t»oManize his town- 
*bip and lay out, tSe roads and 
'has aided greatly in the ' develop- 
ment and upbuilding of the country and 
the promotion of its best interests. The 
deceased lived for over sixty four years 
within the borders of Macon county. 


On the 23d of January, 1890, Mr. and 


Mrs. Braden celebrated the anniversary 
of their 50th wedding day, or golden 
wedding, when 210 guests sat down to 
dinner with them. 


.The funeral services will be held at 


the family residence on Wednesday, Feb. 
5 at 10 a. m. Burial in Greenwood ceme- 
tery. Macoa Lodge of Masons, No. 8, of 
which Mr. Braden was a member, wil 
have charge of the burial ceremonies.
